Whisky Vanishes 


From Distillery

BALTIMORE, June 22.—Reports 


that 100 cases of whisky disappeared 
Tuesday from the Pikeaville distil- 
lery were made yesterday to Galen L. 
Tait, collector of internal revenue. 
The value of the liquor is said to ap- 
proximate $4,t»00. The whisky, taken 
from the free warehouse* was packed 
in half-pint flasks for medicinal pur- 
poses. 
Xeither Collector Tait nor agents in 


the office of Edmund Budnitz would 
discuss the matter. 


They said, however, an investiga- 
tion was in progress. At the prohbl- 
tion office, it was said. 10 local agents, 
headed by William H. Pohler. chief of 
the office here, had been assigned to 
the case. 


Mr. Tait said he had no official re- 
port and would not be in possession of 
details until this morning. 


"We are not sure there were irregu- 
larities in getting the liquor from the 
warehouse." said Mr. Tait. "but we 
know it was taken out in broad day- 
light and that no force was used. 
Neither are we sure whether the per- 
mit on which the

made was regular or a forgery."

instead of this being the case, it was 
stated when court re-convened at 
2:30 
o'c'lock that the jury on the first 


poll had stood 11 for acquittal and 1 
for conviction and--that there appear- 
ed to be little probability that any 
x-erdict would be reached at that 
time. 
When everyone in the court 


room had about made up his mind 
to remain there for the rest of the 
afternoon, the jury knocked on the 
door and announced to a baliff that 
a decision had been reached. 
The 


jurors entered the court room and 
when asked by the glerk of court if 
they had- arrived at a verdict, replied 
that they had. J. Edgar Long, fore- 
man of the jury submitted the ver- 
dict of "not guilty."

The case against

alleged insults, attacked him.

Yale vs Harvard 


Event Tomorrow 


(By The Associated Press.) 
I 


NEW LONDON. Conn., June 22.— 


Tradition that has come down through 
the years will slip Into the old Thames 
tomorrow alongside, the crews of Yale 
and Harvard, the bitterest of gentle 
foes, as they lift their shells into the 
stream whose ripples will hum to the 
Atlantic tomorrow night the praise of 
the victor in the fifty-fifth 'varsity re- 
gatta championship of the eight-oared 
crews. 
As compelling and majestic as their 
yearly football game is the annual re- 
gatta of Yale and Harvard, made so 
by the full hearts that strain with as 
much nerve ashore as under the tan- 
ned breasts at the oars. An exhilarat- 
ing as the blaring and the shrieking 
yells that the frosty winds of autumn 
whisk across the gridiron is the 
screeching of whistles and the clang of 
bells on the variety of craft that is 
jumbled together somehow tonight 
along the lanes the crews will traverse 
on the morrow. 
In .place of the battered quarter- 
backs" barking cryptic signals behind 
the living: hedge formed uj the lines, 
men, 
will be miniature men seated in 
the sterns J?f the feather-like shells, 
pleading to eight sun-browned, sinewy 
form, sliding to and fro while their 
ton^r sweeps dij> into the water, re- 
spond to the tu£ and the shells shoot 
forward another rod. Tradition says 
that the only answer to the coxswain's 
plea Is a lighter clenching of the jews 
3f the. oarsmen—and somethimes a lit 
tie more speed. 
Tonight New london, as grim usual- 


ly as any New England habitat of 
smalLfolk. is gay with the forerun- 
ners of regetta throngs that will pour 
in all day in automobiles, on trains, 
trolleys and pleasure craft, made wel- 
come by the natives of the old seaport 
who apparently take as much joy in 
listening to the rumble as the visitors 
take in making it.

The Yale-Harvard regatta has been 


an annual affair—with periodic inter 
missions—since 1852 and so determin 
edly have the crews of both institu 
tions fought it that both have won 2" 
•varsity races, alternately the last four 
times, following the period of su- 
premacy that the Crimson enjoyed in 
the early years of this century. Yale 
won last year and Harvard the year 
before. 
The. result cannot be forecast by re 
sorting to the performance of either 
'varsity crew this year and prognosti- 
cating is. made doubly difficult by the 
change in rowing methods that Yale 
sensationally made «. month afo, de- 
posing the head coach, Jim Corderry, 
teacher o£ the English style, and re. 
placing him with his brother, George 
Corderry, mentor of the American 
style, who was the tutor of the fresh- 
men crew. 
Both Yale and Harvard have been 


defeated this year by the University of 
Pennsylvania and Princeton in either 
dual or triangular regattas 
Tonight 


the critics are pointing to the victory 
of .Princeton over Harvard in the race 
won by the Navy May € in which the 
Crimson came in eight lengths behind 
the winner and two lengths aft the 
stern Tiger. 
Princeton also finished 
second in a three-cornered race May 
20 at Derby in which Yale was third 
—the regatta was won by Cornell. 
These races, however, were two miles 
or less in distance. 
Tomorrow's program, subject to the 


weather, consists of two morning 
race.s and the main event in the aft- 
ernoon. The freshmen crews will slip 
away from Bortlett's Cove to the navy 
yard at 10 a. m., followed within a 
half hour by the junior 'varsity. At 
5-30 p. m., the four.mile 'varsity's 
contest, to ^" rowed upstream th«, 
year, will si"., at the railroad bridge 
and end at Bartlett's Cove.
